His current records indicate that his 
contributions will continue to be great 
through his sons and daughters.

FLORIDA 
The Doge of Boston 


Miamt. Each morning about 8 o’clock 
since the Florida racing season opened 
last November a little man has led a 
hig. dark brown horse around the walk- 
ing ring in front of Barn 5 at Tropical 
Park. cooling him out. Co-owner and 
trainer Paul Andolino is bringing Boston 
Doge back to the races after a lay-off 
of more than a year and a half. 

Andolino is a patient man. If nothing 
goes wrong he expects to give Boston 
Doge a race at Gulfstream Park in about 
2 weeks. It will be his first start since 
August 9. 1955. 

The other morning Andolino was in his 
usual place. following his daily ritual 
with Boston Doge. Smoking an ever-pres- 
ent cigar. Andolino didn’t stand as high 
as the horse he was walking. 

“How's he coming. Paul?” 
asked. 


friend 


“Coming eround all right.” Andolino 
replied, “I’ve been galloping him regular. 
Been giving him slow breezes for the 
last month. Went five-eighths in one flat 
yesterday.” 

Boston Doge. which won his first 11 
starts at 2 and 3. injured his left fore foot 
badly in the Boardwalk Handicap at At- 
lantie City — his last start. Andolino said 
the colt just had hurt the foot — a stone- 
bruise —in the Swift Stakes 4 months 
before the Boardwalk. It was in the Swift 
that Boston Doge was beaten for the first 
time. The foot was reinjured in the 
Boardwalk, and bringing him back has 
been a long. hard struggle for Andolino. 

Andolino returned the colt to training 
at Suffolk Downs in April. 1956. had him 
nearly fit to race at Rockingham Park in 
August. Then a quarter-crack appeared 
in the same foot. and the lay-off stretched 
into a 19-month period. 


“He got shipping fever when we 
brought him down to Florida.” Andolino 
said. “but we started galloping him in 
December. Nothing’s showed up so far 
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that don’t look good. . . . He’s training 
all right.” 

Boston Doge. described by Andolino as 
a “helluva doer.” put on more than 200 
pounds during his inactivity, and his 
weight shot up to more than 1.100 pounds. 
The horse now has worked off 100 of 
those pounds and is about ready to go. 

“Don’t go too strong on your. story.” 
Andolino warned us. “He’s been doing 
fine. that’s about all you can say about 
him. You never know what'll happen. A 
horse can change your mind for you 
every other day. It looks like he'll run in 
a couple weeks. But you can’t be sure. 
No point getting the public riled up for 
nothing.” 

Boston Doge. by The Doge—Boston 
Lady. by *Isolater, kept pulling on the 
shank as Andolino walked him round and 
round. “A good strong horse.” Paul 
said. “Like a bull. Great disposition.” 

The horse, meanwhile. set out to prove 
you can drive a trainer to water without 
drinking. Six times in 10 minutes Boston 
Doge dragged Andolino to the water 
bucket. then refused to drink. Andolino 
told the horse to make up his mind. 
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Both of Boston Doge’s defeats were on 
off tracks; he never lost over a fast strip. 
The colt won 5 out of 5 as a 2-year-old on 
New England tracks. earning $14,120. His 
3-year-old campaign was brilliant — until 
the Swift and Boardwalk. He won the 
Hibiscus and Bahamas Stakes at Hialeah, 
the Experimental Free Handicap at Ja- 
maica, the Governor’s Gold Cup at Bowie, 
and 2 others. making it 11 for 11. 

Boston Doge had won the 7-furlong 
Bahamas Stakes. and the Belmont Park 
players saw ro reason he couldn’t handle 
the Swift. being run in the mud. Boston 
Doge closed at 1 to 5, but broke badly and 
finished third behind Nance’s Lad. 

Andolino gave the colt a good rest, then 
came back in the Boardwalk — or tried 
to. Craigwood won on a heavy track, and 
that was the last anyone saw of Boston 
Doge. He had won $93,970. 

Andolino now feels he can stretch the 
colt out. after preparing him in sprints. 
The big thing. of course, is to first get 
him back to the races. 


Calumet’s Big Hand 


Opening week at Gulfstream Park was 
another triumph for Calumet Farm. Fa- 
bius. having had a tune-up at Hialeah, 
was much the best in the Armed Handi- 
cap. although he won by only a_half- 
length over Singer. He came from 10th 
position. was forced wide on the stretch 
turn, and won without being hit by jockey 
Bill Hartack. It was Calumet’s fifth 
stakes triumph in 4 weeks. 

In the race before the Armed Handicap, 
Calumet got still another boost when 
Barbizon. making his first start since 
winning the Garden State Stakes, finished 
an easy-going third in a 6-furlong over- 
night. coming from far back. 

A coughing spell had kept Barbizon 
in the barn until Gulfstream opened, but 
he showed he would be ready for the 
Florida Derby March 23 if trainer Jimmy 
Jones wants to start him—along with Gen. 
Duke and Iron Liege. 


The Point of View 


Hialeah closed its 40-day meeting with 
a total attendance of 798,362 and a pari- 
mutuel handle of $70,790,024. This was a 
decrease compared with last year’s attend- 


ance of 832.988 and handle of $71.743,684. 
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Eugene Mori, Hialeah president, wasn’t 
at all displeased. 

“This was the greatest meeting we have 
ever had anything to do with at any track.” 
he said. “and from what I’m told. was 
the best meeting in Hialeah history.”

Needles Sprinting 


Florida-bred Needles. which returned 
to the races on Monday. March 11. and 
ran a fast-closing second to Admiral Vee 
at 645 furlongs. has been taken off the 
market by owners Bonnie Heath and Jack 
Dudley. 

Heath announced that he and Dudley 
had abandoned their plan to sell a share 
of the 4-year-old Kentucky Derby winner 
to a Florida syndicate. Heath had said 
that if the Florida breeders did not come 
up with the money to buy half of Needles. 
the colt would be sold to a Kentucky 
syndicate for $800.000. 

“Florida breeders just aren't ready for 
a top. stallion.” Heath said. “so we've 
taken him off the market. We are 
reluctant to sell him to Kentucky.” 

Needles was to have run at Gulfstream 
on Wednesday. March 6. but trainer Hugh 
Fontaine decided his colt wasn’t quite 
ready. His race last Monday. a tightener 
for the Gulfstream Park Handicap March 
30, left his backers with a nice feeling. 

Last of 8 for the first quarter, about 
8 lengths off the pace. he gradually moved 
forward on the backstretch and went into 
the straightaway in sixth place. about 2 
lengths behind the bunched leaders.

The Husking Bee 


Los ANGELEs. Corn Husker, the “coun- 
try” horse. as his breeder and owner Mrs. 
M. E. (Liz) Lunn calls him, outslickered 
the city fellows to win the 18th running 
of the $100.000-added San Juan Capis- 
trano Handicap at Santa Anita Park on 
March 9. 

Outslickered is just about the right word 
for it. because the contest of about a mile 
and 6 furlongs was run over a hillside- 
and-infield grass course that was soft and 
squishy from a downpour that had hit the 
track earlier in the afternoon and sent 
thousands of spectators in the infield and 
on the terrace scurrying for cover. 

The victory. before a crowd of 51.000. 
lifted Corn Husker’s earnings for the 
meeting to $201.500, making him the 
second most successful horse, in point of 
earnings, ever to race at Santa Anita. 
Only Bobby Brocato, which earned $211.- 
125 last winter, is akead of him. Corn 
Husker, *Noor, and Bobby Brocato are 
the only horses to win both the Santa 
Anita Handicap and the San Juan Capi- 
strano in the same season. 

Although Corn Husker was covered with 
mud after his victory Mrs. Richard FE. 
Lunn, who has a genuine affection for 
fine horses, did not let that stop her from 
showering him with affection in the win- 
ner’s circle. There was mud on her face. 
hands, and dress when she came up to 
the press box later, but she was too happy 
to care much about it. 

“This was the biggest thrill I've ever 
had in racing.” she exclaimed. “even big- 
ger than winning the Santa Anita Hand- 
icap. This one was so close. I thought 
Eddie (Arcaro) and Corn Husker were 
going to wait forever. and then they just 
made it in the last jump.” 

Corn Husker practically left a sick bed 
to win the longest and toughest stakes of 
the meeting, Mrs. Lunn said. “Two days 
before the San Juan (on Thursday morn- 
ing) Corn Husker developed colic, but 
fortunately trainer Charley Whittingham 
caught it right away. If it had happened 
at night. who knows? It might have been 
very serious.” 

Whittingham said that Corn Husker and 
his stablemates would remain in southern 
California to freshen up for Hollywood 
Park, which opens May 10. After the In- 
glewood meeting they will invade the East 
again, as they did last year. 

“Corn Husker will put on another 100 
pounds before summer. and by then he 
might even be another Swaps,” Whitting- 
ham said, half jokingly and half seriously. 

When *Noor won the San Juan Capis- 
trano he carried only 7 pounds more than 
he had carried to victory in the Santa 
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Anita Handicap—110 to 117. When 
Bobby Brocato made the parlay, he took 
an extra 6 pounds for the second race — 
i118 to 124. Corn Husker, because he 
was started off so low in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. was raised 11 pounds — from 
105 to 116. 


Last-Second Rally 


Arcaro had him far back of Spinney. 
Gigantic, and Infantry. the early leaders. 
Going into the far turn, *St. Vincent, the 
2-1 favorite. moved up to challenge on 
the outside. followed by Corn Husker. 

In the traffic jam that resulted on the 
turn Longden was forced to take *St. Vin- 
cent up and out. and as he did, Corn 
Husker. according to Arcaro, checked his 
stride. “I thought then that we were 
done for.” Arcaro recounted later. “The 
next moment. my entry (Traffic Judge) 
went by. and Corn Husker started run- 
ning again.” 

As they swung inte the home stretch 
Spinney had shaken off Gigantic. and was 
saving ground on the rail. In mid-stretch. 
the game little *St. Vincent... which 
seemed badly handicapped by the soft 
going. began to falter. Traffic Judge’s 
rush, which had carried him into second 
place. began to lose some of its momen- 
tum. Infantry maintained his steady pace. 

That was the setting as Corn Husker. 
swinging around horses on the turn, began 
his mighty run. *St. Vincent. Traffic 
Judge. and Infantry came back to him 
readily enough. but ke still had to get 
Spinney. 

Arcaro was asked if he had thought. 
during that torrid stretch run, that he 
would make it. “At a time like that,” he 
said. “you don’t think: you just ride.” 

Eddie kept riding. but at the eighth- 
pole. it didn’t seem that he had a chance. 
A sixteenth from the finish it still looked 
like Spinney. 

But in the final 20 yards Corn Husker 
seemed to summon strength for one last 
desperate charge. and in the last lunge 
at the wire he got his head in front of 
Spinney. Arcaro has come from far back 
with many great rides to win other races 
that looked hopeless. This ride was as 
great as any. and the race at one point 
had seemed as hopeless as any. 

Corn Husker’s time was 2:55. 8 seconds 
slower. because of the soggy condition of 
the track, than *St. Vincent’s track record 
of 2:4645. 

When the downpour hit Santa Anita 
ir mid-afternoon. neariy everyone figured 
that track conditions might favor *Master 
Boing. It was on the same sort of soggy 
course that he had won the Washington. 
Db. C.. International at Laurel. 

“Where was La Marseillaise?” Mrs. 
Lunn asked of a press-box attendant who 
was passing out mimeographed charts of 
the San Juan Capistrano. 

“Who?” 


“You know.” ‘Liz’ said, “the French 
horse, *Master Boing.” 

*Master Boing had finished fifth, beat- 
en almost 8 lengths. 

Mrs. Lunn had no comment on that. 
But you could see that she was pretty 
proud of Corn Husker, and confident of 
what he could do.

WEST VIRGINIA 
The New Deal 


The West Virginia State Racing Com- 
mission last week rescinded its controver- 
sial 4-per-cent rule, passed last year by 
the previous commission. The rule re- 
quired West Virginia tracks to pay purses 
equal to 4 per cent of the total pari-mutuel 
handle. 

A hearing on the rule was held in 
February. and the rule was opposed at 
that time by the 3 West Virginia tracks. 
Representatives of the Horsemen’s Bene- 
volent and Protective Association support- 
ed the rule. 

The commission decision said, “We are 
of the opinion that the amount of purses 
within reasonable limits is a matter for 
negotiation between the horsemen and the 
track owner. We believe we are on sound 
ground in this opinion. As far as we have 
been able to ascertain, California is the 
only state in the Union which imposes 
limitation by percentage on purses by 
rule of the commission.” 


KANSAS 
Come Yee Heavy-Laden 


resolution authorizing pari-mutuel 
betting in Kansas has been introduced in 
the Kansas House of Kepresentatives. Rep. 
Joseph Mikesic, of Kansas City, one of 
the bill’s sponsors, told the House that the 
legislature should give “the helpless, 
heavy-laden taxpayer a chance to decide 
whether Kansas in its desire to be progres- 
sive is ready to join 24 other states in 
accepting pari-mutuel wagering as a 
source of new revenue.” 

The present Kansas constitution pro- 
hibits all types of lotteries. The resolution, 
if passed by the legislature. will be pre- 
sented to the voters as a constitutional 
amendment which would exempt horse 
and dog racing from the constitutional ban 
on lotteries. 


MICHIGAN 


Lateral Passes 


Detroit. The business on the floor of 
the Michigan Senate was the Minnema 
Bill, which proposed to eliminate race- 
track passes. 

For more than an hour the lawmakers 
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argued whether the minimum track admis- 
sion should be $1, whether to impose a 
state admission tax of 5 cents or more, 
whether “public officials” should be ad- 
mitted free. 

Sen. Patrick J. Doyle, Dearborn Demo- 
erat, finally got up to speak. “Racing 
commissioner James H. Inglis.” he began. 
“is a self-centered. egotistical person who 
is doing a lousy job. He can’t get along 
with anybody.” 

Then it was Sen. L. Harvey Lodge’s 
turn. The Drayton Plains Republican 
wanted to amend the Minnema Bill to 
give the state a 95 per cent tax on track 
admission. Later he agreed to reduce the 
tax to 35 per cent and earmark it for 
school aid. 

“Betting on the horses is a sin.” said 
Lodge. “just like cigarettes and whisky.” 

After 90 minutes of debate the Minnema 
Bill went back in committee with its 
future in doubt. 

The move had started out as a bid to 
rid Michigan horse racing of the nuisance 
of free passes, such as those issued by 
the racing commissioner, and tax passes. 
put out by the tracks, Everybody wel- 
comed the proposal—until it came to a 
vote. 

According to commissioner Inglis’ fig- 
ures in his annual report, the Thorough- 
bred tracks operated with what amounted 
to a 50-cent admission last season. At 
Hazel Park the average gate revenue per 
person was exactly 50 cents; at the De- 
troit Race Course it was 52 cents. 

The $1 admission was a farce because 
so few paid it. The tracks blamed the 
racing commissioner’s passes. pointing 
out that nearly 350,000 persons attended 
the races through such passes. 

Inglis agreed that the passes were a 
nuisance, but he pointed out that the 
tracks were quite generous in their own 
way with tax passes. 

When the legislature took up the ques- 
tion it seemed that racing finally would 
be rid of the pass trouble. State senators 
noted that other states — New York, New 
Jersey. Florida and California — had done 
iit. But when the matter came to a deci- 
sion, the lawmakers reverted to type. They 
became bogged down in petty arguments 
and personal feuds, such as the Inglis 
attack. 

met Senator Doyle only once. 
commented Inglis. “To my knowledge. 
he’s never taken any interest in racing be- 
fore this year.” 

It was obvious once again that horse 
racing was no matter to risk in the fickle 
hands of state legislaters. AL CorrMAN

at Laurel was introduced March 4 in the 
Maryland General Assembly. The legisla- 
tion forbids a corporate merger of the 2 
racing associations. 


Said the bill: “If the Maryland Jockey 
Club shall permanently abandon for rac- 
ing purposes the present Pimlico track, it 
shall be licensed and awarded dates for 
the holding or conducting of races or race 
meetings at the Laurel track. and for such 
purpose shall be authorized jointly with 
the Maryland State Fair. Inc., to own or 
lease said Laurel Park.” 


The bill will not get through without 
opposition. Donald C. Lillis, president of 
Bowie, said he was “unalterably opposed.” 
and the Baltimore City Council passed a 
resolution disapproving of the abandon- 
ment of historical Pimlico. 


KENTUCKY 
More Days for Keeneland 


The Kentucky State Racing Commission 
has awarded fall dates to Keeneland and 
Churchill Downs. Keeneland was given 
13 days—3 more than usual—from October 
8 to October 24. Churchill Downs was 
given 19 days, from October 26 to Novem- 
ber 16. 


In its report of spring and summer dates 
The Blood-Herse (issue of March 9, page 
639) had an error in those awarded the 
Fairgrounds Speedway. The correct dates 
for the Speedway are June 26 to July 27. 
a total of 28 days.

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OBITUARY 


Neville Dunn 


Neville Dunn, an editor and part owner 
of the Thoroughbred Record, had been 
in poor health for years. and a good share 
of his time was spent in hospitals. Most 
of his stomach had been removed because 
of ulcers and he had required more than 
100 blood tranfusions. At 2:30 in the 
afternoon of March 12 he died at the age 
of 52 at his home in a Lexington suburb. 


Mr. Dunn was born at Maysville, Ky. 
on September 10. 1904. After his gradua- 
tion from the University of Kentucky he 
became a reporter for the Lexington 
Leader, later became sports editor of the

the Lexington Herald. In 1941 he and 
another Herald staffman, Haden Kirk- 
patrick, bought the old Thoroughbred 
Record, built a printing plant, and re- 
organized as the Thoroughbred Record 
Corporation. 

Nearly all of his adult life Mr. Dunn 
owned one or more Thoroughbred horses, 
and at the time of his death he had the 
broodmare Vienna Waltz, some shares in 
the syndicated stallion Roman Sandal, 2 
yearlings, and a part-interest in a 3-year- 
old race horse. From Vienna Waltz he 
bred Ja Ja, which last year won the 
Illinois Owners. Louisiana, and Littletown 
Handicaps and was third in the Le Compte 
Handicap. 

He was one of the founders in 1932 of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America, and 
served as the club’s first secretary-treasur- 
er. He was a member of the Kentucky 
Medical Foundation Board, the Lexington 
Country Club, and the Elks Club. 

Mr. Dunn’s survivors include his wife. 
Mrs. Cora Lee Myers Dunn; his mother. 
Mrs. Laura Bona Dunn, Lexington; a son, 
Neville Myers Dunn, Frankfort, Ky.; and 
4 brothers, John I. Dunn, Columbus, Ohio: 
James B. Dunn, Delray Beach, Fla.; 
Burdette Dunn, Burson, Calif.; and Marvin

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This is the fourth in a series of articles 
on James R. Keene, his racing stable, and 
Castleton Farm. 


The acknowledged master of public 
transportation within New York City dur- 
ing the last years of the 19th century and 
the first years of the 20th was William 
Collins Whitney. Unlike James R. Keene. 
who was his rival in both business and 
racing, Whitney was interested more in 
the control and management of companies 
than he was in stock market manipulation. 

Whitney and Keene had their first 
business dispute in 1896. when Whitney's 
plan to acquire control of the American 
Tobacco Company failed because of lack 
of support from Keene. The 2 giants 
had their showdown in 1900. 

In 1893, Whitney had organized the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company. 
and during the next few years he acquired 
most of the private transportation com- 
panies within the city. The only major 
exception was John Hart’s Third Avenue 
line. The Third Avenue had not been a 
major threat to Whitney’s holdings. but 


—~it appeared about to become one when it 


acquired a franchise to expand its lines 
in the northern sections of the city. 
Whitney instituted a series of court tests. 
challenging the validity of the franchise. 
and the long and expensive legal battle 
threatened to bankrupt Hart. 

Early in January. 1900, Keene lent Hart 
$4.000,000 on 20.000 shares of the Third 
Avenue line. thinking that in this way he 
was hurting Whitney. What Keene did 
not know was that the Third Avenue line 
was $22,000,000 in debt and had small 
resources. When Keene discovered the 
company’s actual financial position. he 
threw Hart's 20.000 shares on the market. 
selling at a huge loss. Keene drove the 
shares as low as possible, intending to buy 
them back later. Unknown to him, how- 
ever, all of this stock was being collected 
by Thomas P. Ryan, an associate of 
Whitney. 

Ryan pushed the value of the stock up 
again. and on March 22 he announced that 
he and Whitney had acquired control of 
the Third Avenue. Ryan now asked 
Keene to cover his short sales, and Keene 
had to cover with cash. Considering the 
amount of money involved, Keene easily 
could have fallen into a financial abyss 
such as he hit in 1884. Ryan was for 
wiping out his opponent. but Whitney 
counseled moderation. a generous move 
considering the feelings he and Keene had 
for each other. Even though Ryan took 
his knee from Keene’s back, Keene’s losses 
were well over $1 million, and some 
estimates ran as high as $5 million. 

The defeat of 1900. however, was follow- 
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JAMES R. KEENE 


W. C. Whitney, Secretary of the Navy 
under Grover C. Cleveland and one of 
America’s most powerful transporta- 
tion magnates, was the first of the 
Whitneys in the horse business. He 
was James R. Keene’s principal rival, 
both in the stock market and in racing. 


ed by the golden year of 1901. Commando 
won the Belmont Stakes and Cap and Bells 
took the Epsom Oaks, and these triumphs 
were eclipsed by Keene's new gains on 
Wall Street. 

In the first 4 months of 1901 Keene 
handled the market operations for 2 of 
the largest stock issues ever floated in 
New York. and he master-minded the 
campaign of James J. Hill and J. P. 
Morgan to acquire control of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. In all of these ventures 
he was successful beyond all expectations. 


To the Rescue 


First and most difficult of these jobs 
was the marketing of Amalgamated Copper 
for H. H. Rogers and the “Standard Oil 
Crowd.” Edwin Lefevre. who wrote 
several articles on the history of Wall 
Street in these years. said: 

“H. H. Rogers and William Rockefeller 
had tried to dispose of their surplus stock 
in the market and had failed. Finally. 
they asked Keene to market their line. 
and he agreed. Bear in mind that H. H. 
Rogers was one of the ablest businessmen 
of his day in Wall Street and that William 
Rockefeller was the boldest speculator of 
the entire Standard Oil coterie. They had 
practically unlimited resources and vast 


prestige as well as years of experience in 
the stock market game. And yet they had 
to go to Keene.” 

W. P. Hamilton. editor of the Wall Street 
Journal, published an analysis of Keene's 
handling of Amalgamated Copper called 
A Study in Manipulation. The analysis 
was made from stock exchange sales of 
Amalgamated and from the names of brok- 
ers who executed the order for Keene. It 
was so exact that Keene refused to believe 
that it was an analysis, telling Hamilton. 
“Somebody must have leaked.” 

Hamilton said. “Keene had no = such 
market to work in as he was to have when 
he handled the Steel common and _pre- 
ferred shares. He literally had to create 
a market for Amalgamated.” 

Keene’s first strategy. according to 
Hamilton. was to work the price down 
from 91% on January 11 to the low 80's. 
Gossip was “permitted” to circulate in 
Wall Street that Keene was “raiding the 
stock for a turn on the bear side.” It 
suited Keene’s plans to have the speculat- 
ing public think that he was short of 
Amalgamated. Later in January and early 
in February he worked the stock higher. 
and it crossed 92. The third and crucial 
movement came late in February—the 
actual selling of the stock. Activity was 
tremendous. sales between February 28 
and April 3 totaling 780.000 shares. while 
the price fluctuated between 92 and 10314. 
It was during this period of a little more 
than a month that Keene distributed the 
bulk of the 220.000 shares which Rogers 
and Rockefeller had wanted to sell. 

Lefevre added a humorous footnote to 
his description of the operation: 

“T heard a story from the man closest 
to Keene during that deal. He says that 
after Keene sold the Rogers-Rockefeller 
line for something like twenty or twenty- 
five million dollars in cash Rogers sent 
him a check for $200,000. This reminds 
you of the millionaire’s wife who gave the 
Metropolitan Opera House scrubwoman 
fifty cents reward for finding the $100.000 
pearl necklace. Keene sent the check back 
with a polite note saying that he was a 
stock broker. and he was glad to have been 
of service to them. They kept the check. and 
they wrote him they would be glad to work 
with him again. Shortly after that it was 
that H. H. Rogers gave Keene a friendly 
tip to buy Amalgamated Copper around 
130!” 


The Master Salesman 


As soon as the Rogers-Rockefeller deal 
was finished. Keene was hired to handle 
a bigger job—and for this one he was 
handsomely rewarded. 

Humphrey B. Neill, in his book The In- 
side Story of the Stock Exchange, tells of 
the birth of the industrial giant which 
later was to lead the stock market—United 
States Steel: 

“In the minute book of the Stock Ex- 
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Admiral

change. under March 28. 1901. appears Morgan’s and Schwab’s dream of the 


this prosaic secretary’s report: The Com- 
mittee on Unlisted Securities directs that 
the following be admitted to quotation in 
the Unlisted Department at the beginning 
of business today: 

“Contracts for Stock of the United States 
Steel Corporation, common and Pfd. ‘if. 
when and as issued.’ 

“On April 4, the Governing Committee 
authorized the following shares be admitted 
to trading: 
$5.000.000 7° cumulative preferred stock 
$5.000.000 common stock 
Additional amounts of preferred and com- 
mon stock up to $425,000,000 of each class 
as and when officially notified the same 
has been actually issued and released. 

“The story of the formation of U. S. 
Steel depended upon action by J. P. 
Morgan. Charlie Schwab was invited to 
speak at a dinner which Morgan was to 
attend. In his most persuasive, master- 
salesman’s style. Schwab eulogized the steel 
business pointing out breathlessly that no 
steel company then in existence was large 
enough to take advantage of the vast 
opportunities which lay before America to 
corral the bulk of the world’s steel busi- 
ness. Morgan’s penetrating eyes sparkled 
as his imagination played with the picture 
Schwab painted. When the dinner was 
over several men present knew that their 
prearranged plans had not been wasted. 
‘Charlie had done a masterful selling job.’ 

“Finally Morgan was ready to do 
business. Carnegie was .the kingpin. 
‘Would he sell?’ Yes, Andy would sell— 
at a price. And what a price! Nearly 
$500.000,000 in securities of the new 
corporation—largely in bonds, specified 
the canny Scotsman who did not share 
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steel empire. 


“Keene already had been retained by 
Morgan to rig the market in steel and 
distribute the preferred and common 
shares to the public. The Stock Exchange 
was to be the middleman between the 
banker and the public. 

“Bouncing the stocks around in hundred- 
thousand share sales—buying and selling 
at the same time—maintaining inviting 
activity—Keene ran the prices steadily 
higher. He thereby created a market 
condition which was too tempting to be 
resisted by the public who wanted to get 
in and take a ride with the insiders. 
Thousands took the ride. but only a few 
got off before the spill. 

“By the end of April the common stock 
reached $55 per share (starting from $39 
on the curb) and the preferred had crossed 
$100—from $85 where it had started. 


“The nimble Keene thereupon stepped 
out—his buy-and-sell orders had bulked 
largely on the “sell side” for many days. 
For his part of the sales job he was 
thought to have received upward of $40,- 
000.000 in fees and profits. The under- 
writing house—Morgan’s—never put up 
more than $25,000,000 of the $200.000,000 
they had raised. Twenty-five millions 
during the whole transaction of putting 
together two-thirds (785 plants) of the 
American iron and steel companies! It 
must be admitted that Morgan’s daring 
to float a billion-dollar institution and 
Keene’s masterful handling of the selling 
task merit admiration. And, disregarding 
the temporary panic of 1903, investors who 
bought the stock from Mr. Keene and 
held it for 15 years certainly never 
regretted their purchase.” 


One Railroad at Stake 


U. S. Steel was followed quickly by 
another gigantic market operation in 
which Keene played a key role. James J. 
Hill. builder and president of the Great 
Northern Railway. decided early in 1901 
to try to grab control of the Northern 
Pacific. which, in turn, held a half-interest 
in the Burlington. Hill controlled the other 
half of the Burlington through his Great 
Northern. Morgan was Hill’s banker. Neill 
tells the story: 

“Opposing Morgan and Hill were E. H. 
Harriman and his bankers. Harriman 
directed the Union and Southern Pacific 
lines and did not wish to see control of the 
Burlington system—which was rapidly pen- 
etrating his Union-Southern Pacific terri- 
tories—pass to his competitor in the north. 

“As early as March 15, ‘there was 
sensational buying in Burlington,’ accord- 
ing to the New York Evening Post. ‘The 
buying,’ the paper continued, ‘was attribut- 
ed in Wall Street partly to the Harriman 
syndicate and partly to Great Northern 
interests. and reports were again in 
circulation that President Hill would 
assume management of Burlington within 
a short time.’ 

“The days passed. Morgan sailed for 
Italy to rest from his labor pains in 
producing the Steel Corporation. Hill 
had gone to the West Coast to inspect his 
railroad properties. 

“Before Morgan and Hill realized what 
was happening, Harriman had purchased 
$79,000.000 of Northern Pacific preferred 
and common stock. In doing so, the price 
had risen to such extent that the Morgan 
partners sold some of their own shares. 
not suspecting they were selling to the 
Little Napoleon of Wall Street. 

“Jacob Schiff. Harriman’s banker, had 
purchased 37 of the 80 millions of common 
stock, plus 42 of the 75 millions of pre- 
ferred. Enough to control unless the 
preferred should be retired. 

“At this point Hill was on a special 
train rushing to New York. Upon arrival 
he called upon Schiff to find out what 
was going on. Schiff admitted the buying 
and suggested that Hill and Harriman 
work together in managing the Northern 
Pacific and the Burlington. 

“Hill, however, did not accept the olive 
branch from Schiff, but dashed over to 
the Morgan partners and demanded that 
they cable ‘J. P.’ urging the purchase of 
sufficient Northern Pacific common, shares 
to equal more than half the capitalization. 
This meant $15,000,000 as the Hill-Morgan 
clique already owned $26,000,000. 


The Market’s Drama 


“Harriman, meanwhile, from a sick bed, 
felt the danger in his insecure position, 
and decided to clinch the matter quickly 
by buying $4,000,000 more, thereby hold- 
ing $41,000,000, or a million over the 
half-interest in the common stock.

Three of America’s greatest speculators around the turn of the century were 
John Drake, James R. Keene, and John (Bet A Million) Gates. Keene operated 


only on Wall Street, 


“On Saturday morning. May 4, 1901. 
Harriman telephoned Schiff’s office to buy 
the stock. Mr. Schiff was at the synagogue 
and his junior partner made the unforgiv- 
able error of delaying the order until 
he could talk with Schiff. 

“Over the weekend, Morgan accepted 
the challenge and cabled the order to buy. 
Keene was retained to do the buying.” 

The week of May 6-11 was one of the 
most hectic in the 108-year history of the 
Stock Exchange. Keene jumped in with 
hundreds of buy orders, and he soon found 
that he was buying stock largely from 
short sellers—that is, from sellers who did 
not possess Northern Pacific shares. The 
short sellers were confident that Northern 
Pacific shares could be found for the 
high prices which Keene was offering. 
However, the prices on Northern Pacific 
continued to go up. the buy orders con- 
tinued to pour in. Within 2 days North- 
ern Pacific had been cornered—more stock 
had been sold than was actually in exist- 
ence. 

The short sellers realized that they were 
in trouble. On May 8, the market began 
to break, as the sellers began to dump 
other stocks upon the market in order to 
acquire cash to cover their Northern 
Pacific orders. The New York Evening 
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but Drake and Gates 


were heavy horse bettors. 
Post described the scene as the market 
opened on May 9: 

“The opening was nothing short of 
chaotic. The one desire seemed to be to 
sell, sell anything to anybody who was 
willing to take stock and to give money 
for it. When it appeared that the ‘corner’ 
operators were determined to have their 
pound of flesh from the rash people 
caught in their net everybody felt that he 
must free himself from his loads of stocks, 
and stand from under lest the worst should 
happen. They had hoped that before the 
opening of business some announcement 
might be made that the Northern Pacific 
speculative ‘shorts’ might escape on agreed 
terms, but the first sales of the stock 
dispelled the illusion.” 

About noon Schiff got an agreement 
from Hill, Morgan. and Keene that they 
would settle with the short sellers at $150 
a share. The crisis had passed. and Hill 
was in control of the Northern Paciife. 


Playing a Lone Hand 


In 4 months Keene had helped to change 
America’s industrial scene. In 2 of these 
large deals he did not receive a particular- 
ly large return, but he had fought just as 
intensely in the Amalgamated Copper and 
Northern Pacific battles as he had to 


market U. S. Steel. He was interested in 
the stock market primarily because it gave 
him the opportunity to pit his knowledge 
and skill against those of others. The 
development and growth of any particular 
business or group of businesses did not 
interest him. His son Foxhall said: 

“He was never afraid of anything and 
hated cowards. He was absolutely in- 
dependent, and all his life refused to take 
orders from anyone. Often he was asked 
to become a director of this or that great 
company, but he always said to me, ‘I will 
not join that beard of directors and do the 
things I'd be expected to do.’ 

“So he played a lone hand. There 
wasn’t any chain of banks behind him to 
help him to the great position he finally 
achieved. And in spite of the charm of 
his personality, he had few intimate 
friends. It was characteristic of him that 
to nearly everyone he was ‘Mr. Keene.’ ” 

According to Clarence Barron, as report- 
ed by Frederick Allen in his The Lords of 
Creation, in one pool that Keene handled 
“the question came up as to whether 
individual members of the pool could also 
operate on their own accounts. Mr. 
Keene said. ‘Certainly. operate all you 
want to: bay it and sell it; but just 
understand that I will get the best of you 
in the business and I invite you to trade 
with me.’ ” 

This fierce competitive spirit was evident 
on the Turf as well as in business. and 
Keene always wanted his stable to be top 
class. From 1902 until 1910, when New 
York racing began to tremble from the 
threat of harmful legislation. he raced as 
great a collection of Thoroughbreds as has 
been seen in America. His horses in this 
period included Sysonby. Ballot, Colin. 
Peter Pan, Sweep. and others. The next 
article in this series will take Keene 
through this decade of glory on the race 
track.

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Runners Among Jumpers 


CaMDEN. S. C. This city amid the sand 
hills, famed as the home of South Caro- 
lina’s biggest picnic. the Carolina Cup 
Steeplechase program. is the least com- 
mercial and, in many ways. the most 
beautiful of the state’s winter training 
centers. 

The training facilities, all owned by 
Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott. are scattered 
among the pine forests and are a bit hard 
to find. 

Most of the barns. including Mrs. 
Scott’s. are between a mile track and a 
half-mile track for flat horses. Other 
barns. containing mostly jumpers, are 
near the Springdale course. site of the 
Carolina Cup, which is scheduled for 
March 30 this year. 


Joun H. Ciark 


Adjacent to Springdale is a schooling 
course for jumpers that has a mile strip 
and a 5-furlong chute. Springdale has 3 
types of jumping courses—timber, hurdle. 
and brush—in addition to a flat track. 
The layout was conceived by Harry D. 
Kirkover. founder nearly 30 years ago of 
the Carolina Cup and still its principal 
leader. 

There always has been an emphasis on 
jumpers here. Four of the current stables 
—those trained by R. V. H. (Bobby) 
Davis. Dennis Murphy. Mrs. C. E. Adams. 
and Burley Cocks—contain only jumpers. 
Mrs. Scott's Montpelier string. trained 
by Raymond G. Woolfe. is made up large- 
ly of steeplechasers. 

Many fine jumpers. including the 
current champion Shipboard. have come 
out of Camden. But it has had its flat 
racers too—Royal Governor, County 
Delight. *Royal Vale. Fisherman. Phalanx. 
Cochise. and Greek Song. 
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Camden has stalls for about 210 horses. 
but only 140 are here this winter. The 
principal stable that didn’t come back this 
year was that of C. V. Whitney. a regular 
for a decade. The stable went to Cali- 
fornia for the winter to be closer to its 
owner, now a movie-maker. 

Woolfe runs the etsablishment for 
Mrs. Scott. and, of course, he is high on 
Camden. One of the best public rela- 
tions moves he ever made was when he 
rented stalls to John Clark last year. 
Clark. who calls Camden “the greatest 
place in the world to train horses.” is a 
louder booster than the Chamber of Com- 
morce. Clark is managing the Camden 
Polo Club this winter, in addition to train- 
ing a stable of 13 horses. 

Following is a brief run-down on the 
Camden stables that have flat horses.

Energetic John Clark, of Lexington, is 
known around as ‘Trader’ Clark. Around 
horses since he was 6, Clark. now 37, 
ence drove trotting horses at Lexington.

Shame 
on You is showing as much speed as any 
horse in the barn. Mike Barry is named 
after the editor of a Louisville weekly, and 
Clark is particularly fond of the name 
since the colt is out of Second Guesser. 
Clark classes the rest of his string as 
“horse-trading horses.” 


NEWTON MAYO 

Mayo. 46, has been training “a bunch 
of good cheap horses” for 20 years. He 
returned to Camden this year after racing 
in Florida for the past few winters. He 
was glad to get into winter quarters be- 
cause his string was tired and bruised and 
needed a rest. Most of Mayo’s horses 
are 5 years old or more, and he likes it 
that way. “It’s easier to make a living with 
horses that you know and understand.” he 
says.
